It Is a Fact That Defiance 
of Tito Is Bringing Many 
Disorders in Other Areas 


In 1879, the Navy football team 
wore tightly-laced canvas jackets, 
supposedly the first grid uniforms.

Czechoslovakia's official commu- 
nist newspaper charges Marshal 
Tito, Yugoslavia's Red dictator, 
with plotting 
to 
entice Russia's 
eastern European satellites into an 
anti-Soviet alliance. 


Whether this be lure, 
the fact 
remains that Tito's defiance of 
Moscow's domination is being fol- 
lowed by conspiracies and disturb- 
ances among other satellites. The 
Czechoslovak and Hungarian com- 
munist governments claim to have 
uncovered plans for actual rebel- 
lion by force. The 
ferment also 
has shown itself elsewhere. 


Well, s u p p o s i n g disaffection 
among the satellites is growing — 
as the evidence indicates — what 
is its real significance? How would 
the democratic world be affected 
if Tito did succeed in forming an 
anti-Russian bloc? Could the west- 
ern 
nations 
work satisfactorily 


With such a Tito bloc? 
In seeking an answer to these 


vital questions we must note first 
that Moscow and Yugoslavia are 
working under two different types 
of communism. 


The Russian brand 
is Bolshe- 
vism, which calls for world revolu- 
tion in order to bring all nations 
into the Soviet bloc under direc- 
tion of Moscow. This creed, which 
holds that the sovereignty of any 
works 
by 
strong-arm 
methods, 
Red nation rests in Moscow. 
The Tito brand of 
communism 
thus far appears to belong to the 
common or garden 
variety with 
which we were acquainted before 
Bolshevism was born. 
The 
Tito 
communism 
stands for absolute 
nationalism of the state and 
the 
Moscow calls its ism 
"interna- 
retcnion of sovereignty, 
tipnal communism," as opposed to 
Tito's nationalist state. 


With those definitions before us, 
which brand of communism would 
the democracies find it easier' to 
get along with? The answer to that 
isn't 
difficult, 
always assuming 


that Tito would stick to the tenets 
which ti~e now advocates. One nat- 
urally would choose the Tito com- 
munism as the lesser of two evils 
because it professes to honor the 
sanctity of national sovereignty. 


Of course, any form of commu- 
nism is totalitarian and 
subjects 


the 
individual to regimentation. 
However, reports on the Yugoslav 
set-up indicate that it is more lib- 
eral to the individual than is Bol- 
shevism. 


We know that democracy 
and 
Bolshevism 
can't 
work side by 
side peacefully because that has 
been amply 
demonstrated. How 
about democracy and Tito-commu- 
nism? 


The answer to that, it seems to 
me, must be that nations Viaving 
different political faiths can work 
together — so long as they make no 
effort to interfere with 
one an- 
oher. 


So on the basis of Tito's attitude 


of non-interference, the 
democra- 
cies could work with him, or with 
a bloc of nations holding the same 
beliefs. Hosvover, it would have to 
be complete non-interference. 
That being the case the western 
powers naturally will watch devel- 


opments in eastern Europe 
with 


tense interest. If Tito is indeed ou 
to establish an anti-Soviet bloc 
among the Russian satellites, we 
may 
be 
witnessing 
the 
break 


which will hasten the end of the 
cold war and put a crimp in the 
Bolshevist world revolution.

national debt. A trillion is one 
thousand billion and our national 
debt is now one-quarter of a tril- 
lion dollars. I never knew 
there 


was that much money. 
I 
don't 
There isn't. Actually, tho debt is 
$252 billion, but we are 
so 
bo- 


numbered that 
the 
two 
billion 


above the even 250 billion, which 
make a quarter of a trillion, are 
just liagniappe. We have come sc 
far from reality that wo regard 
a couple of loose billion as mere 
breakage. 


I had occasion recently to refer 


to some figures that Senator Harry 
F. Byrd had used in his desperate 
effort to stop the squandering of 
money and save us from the sort 
of inflation that has reduced 
the 


other moneys 
of 
the 
world to I 


earnest and pathetic absurdity in 
relation to uors, which is sillier 
than we think. Senator Byrd had 
it that the interest on our na- 
tional debt — just 
tho national 


debt, on top of the state, county 
and city debts—was .95 and one 
half billion a year. That is 
just 


the interest. It is more than 
five 


times the total budgets for all or- 
ganized nations of the world about 
1900, 
including the cost of 
gold 


ropes and horsefeathers, 
patent 


leather boots 
and 
helmets 
and 


jeweled decorations for the 
em- 


perors, princes and marshals, and 
"crushing burden of armaments" 
and the interest on all their 
na- 


tional debts combined. 


Just the interest on our national 


debt is about five times uor own 
total running expense of the na- 
tional government up to the time 
of the Wilson administration when, 
in a mad delusion, the government 
of the United States conceived it- 
self to have been 
appointed 
by 


God and instructed by the 
poor, 


dumb, uncomprehending people to 
make the world safe for a scourge 
and a curse 
called 
democracy. 


That running expense included the 
pension roll of the G. A. -.., a 
mighty band of treasury raiders, 
as we thought at the time, whose 
last reunion has just, been solem- 
nized after an awesome career at 
the trough.

Tells Dollar 
Short Nations 
to Devalue 


Washington, Sept. 13 — W) —The 
International Monetary fund today 
advised dollar-short countries 
to 
devalue their currencies, if. need 
be, to boost their dollar-earning ex- 
ports.

Iho general wage increase demand 
by CIO unions in tho big mass in- 
dustries such as auto, 
electrical 


manufacturing, rubber, shipbuild- 
ing, 
longshoring, telephones, 
and 
glass. The 
CIO's big 
unions in 
men's clothing and textile indus- 
tries called off their campaign for 
a 1949 wage increase some months 
ago. 


Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
said that "the President is nat- 
urally highly gratified by develop- 
ments and 
very 
much 
pleased 


about the way things have devel- 
oped up lo now." 


President John 
Clark 
of 
the 
Smelter Workers union ridiculed 
the steel board's proposal as "a 
puny, piddling pension and wel- 
fare program." 


Grant Oakes, president of 
the 


left-wing United Farm Equipment 
Workers union (CIO), 
said 
the 
steel workers accepted a 
settle- 
ment f o r m u 1 a that is "inade- 
quate." 
Labor sources said these reac- 


tions may presage a series of at- 
tacks on Murray by other left-wing 
unions prior to the CIO's national 
convention in Cleveland on Oct. 31.
